the fall of 1916, after I was 
down almost at death’s door, I 
was taken to a hospital in the 
city of Barberton, Ohio to un- 
dergo an operation. That help- 
ed me considerably, but 
the case had gone too far for 
medical science to cure it. I 
was in the charge of the oldest 
physician and surgeon in Bar- 
berton and the case was_ bad 
enough that he would not under- 


1a.|take the operation himself so 
telling | he sent to another town for a 


specialist to come and do _ the 
work. No one in the hospital 
had much hope for my recovery. 
The matron told my wife that I 
could never do another day’s 
work even if I were able to leave 
the hospital. So you see it was 
a very serious case. 

All this time I was living 
practically in the world of dark- 


; hess, so far as light on divine 


healing is concerned. In the 
summer of 1923 I frequently 
went to a holiness mission 
where I often heard a brother 
testify to the healing power of 
God. He usually referred to 
Exodus 15:26, “And said, If thou 
wilt diligently hearken to the 
voice of the Lord thy God, and 
wilt do that which is right in 
his sight, and wilt give ear 
to his commandments, and keep 
all his statutes, I will put none 
of these diseasse upon thee, 
which I have brought upon the 
Egyptians: for I am the Lord 
that healeth thee.” 

God is not willing that we 
should suffer from sickness any 
more than He is willing for us 
to live in sin. Surely we should 
take Him at His word and trust 
Him for healing as well as salva- 
tion for both are promised in 
His word. Hallelujah! (See 
Mark 2:9) ‘Whether is it easier 
to say to the sick of the palsy, 
Thy sins be forgiven thee; or to 
say, Arise, and take up thy bed 
and walk?” 

But I never had seen it in that 
light, so I kept on consulting 
doctors. The only satisfaction 
I got from them was nothing 
but an operation could cure it, 
and even that was not always 
effective. 

With medical and surgical 
skill exhausted I began to think 
more seriously about divine 
healing. Hearing others testify, 
and reading the Scriptures on 
the subject, I began to see the 
light on ‘it. But meeting with 
opposition from all sides, 1[f 
could not muster enough faith 
to claim the promise for myself. 
People would say, “The days of 
miracles ceased with the pass- 
ing of the apostolic age—God 
can heal but it takes time—it 
might not be His will—etc. 

God is not partial with His 
people. He is the same today 
as He was in the days of old. 
Note Hebrews 13:8. “Jesus 
Christ the same yesterday, and 
today, and forever.” 

Healing is taught all through 
the Bible, but we must meet 
with God’s conditions before He 
can do anything for us. 

Nevertheless, I went on in my 
suffering instead of surrending 
my case tothe Lord. 

In April 1923 I received a 
letter from home saying that 
my mother was dangerously ill. 
I wanted to go and see her, but 
there seemed no possible way, 
as I had no money ahead and 
was barely making a living at 
the time. I began to worry and 
then to pray. After much anxi- 
ety I told the Lord that I wanted 
Him to have His way and that I 
would not worry any more. 
From that day on my wages in- 
creased until I was able to 
make the trip, and praise the 
Lord, when I got there I found 
her miraculously healed. Her 
health continued to improve all 
the time I was there. That was 
a wonderful encouragement to 
my faith.
